Former Attorney Seeks 
$450,000 as Aftermath 
to Lindbergh Case. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 24.— 
(?)—The ramified Lindbergh kid- 
nap-murder case and its bizarre 
Wendel kidnap-torture aftermath 
took two new tangents today at 
the federal building. 


Paul H. Wendel, former Tren- 
ton attorney, filed suit seeking 
$450,000 damages from former 
Governor Harold G. Hoffman, El- 
lis H. Parker Sr. and Jr., and five 
others for alleged conspiracy in 
the kidnaping and torture he said 
forced him to confess falsely to the 
Lindbergh kidnaping. 

United States Attorney John J. 
Quinn announced he would seek 
a court order tomorrow for re- 
moval of the Parkers to Brooklyn 
to face new federal indictments 
charging them with the Wendel 
kidnaping. Their appeals from 
penitentiary sentences, imposed 
in Newark federal court on con- 
spiracy charges in the same case, 
are pending. 

Wendel charged in his suit that 
Hoffman, who reprieved Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann and stil] con- 
tends his electrocution did not 
completely solve the Lindbergh 
crime, “directed and controlled” 
Wendel’s “imprisonment” and“‘the 
acts of cruelty and torture.” 

Wendel’s suit, filed with the 
clerk of the federal district court, 
sought $150,000 damages on each 
of three counts. The claims list- 
ed against the defendants individ- 
ually and collectively totaled $3,- 
600,000, but court attaches and 
counsel agreed $450,000 was the 
most that could be collected.

COTTON INDUSTRY 
JOINS TO FIGHT TAX 


Agree ‘To Redouble Efforts 
to Defeat Proposal for 
Processing Levy.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—() 
Northern and southern cotton 
manufacturers and representatives 
of the rayon and allied industries 
agreed today “to redouble efforts 
to defeat a proposal for a process- 
ing tax.” 

Claudius T. Murchison, presi- 
dent of the Cotton Textile Insti- 


tute, said after a conference of the 
millmen that “the senate finance 
committee’s refusal to consider a 


| processing tax as part of the tax 


bill is gratifying and encouraging, 
but does not preclude considera- 
tion of the proposal in the sen- 
ate.” 

Some persons indicated that 
Senator Pope, Democrat, Idaho, 
sponsor of the proposed amend- 
ment to the tax bill, might at- 
tempt to insert it in the pending 
tax revision legislation on the 
floor. Pope’s proposal would re- 
vive the processing tax, invalidat- 
ed by the supreme court in 1935, 
to raise $212,000,000 for payment 
of parity prices to farmers under 
the recently enacted farm legis- 
lation. 

Murchison said textile men 
agreed “unanimously the _ pro- 
posed measure or any processing 
tax not only threatened the wel- 
fare of cotton processors and dis- 
tributors and their employes, but 
would have the much graver re- 
sult of causing higher prices to 
consumers. 

“The inevitable result of higher 
prices would be reduced con- 
sumption of cotton, thus in the 
long run the farmer would lose 
more than he would gain by im- 
position of such a tax.” 

Analysis of the tax proposal, 
Murchison added, “shows that 
contrary to assertions the  pro- 
posed tax is lower than that ef- 
fective under the old AAA, the 
new tax would be even heavier.” 

Those who conferred on the 
proposed tax today included rep- 
resentatives of manufacturers’ or- 
ganizations from Alabama, Geor- 
gia, Texas and North Carolina. 


SeventhGraders 
Prove Etticient 
In Mathematics 


Atlanta seventh graders are ex- 
cellent mathematicians, arithme- 
tic tests just completed show. 

The low seven pupils in all the 
city schools scored an average of 
3.6 points higher than the “norm,” 
which is the average of a group of 
10,000 or more. 

In fact, says Dr. H. H. Bixler, 
director of research and guid- 
ance in the city schools, the pu- 
pils are almost as good at fig- 
ures as the average student half a 
grade higher. 

Tests were given all low 
seventh graders in all schools this 
year, a total of 978 pupils. Some 
classes averaged as much as the 
norm for ninth graders, Dr. Bixler 
said. However, in all the 978 tests 
only one pupil had a perfect score 
of 100. Six made between zero 
and four. 

Dr. Bixler declared the marks 
were exceptionally good.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March

MEXICO CITY, March 24.—() 
The pinch of higher prices was 
felt today from depreciation of 
the peso following upon expro- 
priation of Mexico’s $400,000,000 
oil industry. 

While foodstuffs cost 15 to 50 
per cent more than last week, the 
government moved for speedy or- 
ganization of the oil industry un- 
der its direction. 

Vicente Cortes Herrera, under- 
secretary of communications, was 
appointed general manager of the 
new national petroleum council 
to administer the industry. 

The peso slid downward in the 
relation to the dollar, with banks 
selling dollars at 4.35 to 4.45 and 
buying them at 4.15 to 4.25. This 
represented a loss of 20 to 25 
points in the peso since Tuesday. 

The Central Bank of Mexico re- 
ported it had exchanged approx-. 
imately 15,000,000 silver pesos for 
bills since Saturday and had au- 
thorized coining up to 50,000,000 
more. 

The largest dealer here in Unit- 
ed States food products increased 
all prices of imported goods a flat 
15 per cent. Some establishments 
boosted the price of meats as much 
as 50 per cent.

Now it can be taken ag certain 
that if France and Soviet Russia 
were compclled to rush to the help 
of Czechoslovakia in the dis- 
charge of their obligations of mu- 
tual assistance under the treaties 
they signed with that country on 
May 2 and 16, 1935, respectively, 
Great Britain would follow suit. 

That development is likely to 
give a strong impetus to the re- 
sistance to Pan-Germanism of the 
national Slav states which are 
threatened by it. They will not 
doubt any more that, in a general: 


fusal to surrender to Hitlerian re- 
quirements, the last word would 
probably belong to the western 
powers, no matter what happens 
meanwhile. 

A very direct warning is thus 
given Germany that she will not 
be at liberty to trample upon in- 
ternational treaties and escape the 
consequences of her deeds. 

French Strife Must End. | 


However, it would be futile to}. 


imagine that Chamberlain’s state- 
ment is enough by itself to make 
both the western powers equal to 
their arduous task. If a cabinet 
of national union, strong enough 
to rally to itself the whole of the 
French people in an emergency, 
does not speedily emerge from the 
parliamentary confusion, Cham- 
berlain’s words will speedily van- 
ish in thin air. 

Moreover, if France and Great 
Britian really mean to check ex- 
pansion of Pan-Germanism and, if 
necessary, fight for Czechoslo- 
vakia, they must without further 
delay closely investigate. strategic 
possibilities and see to it tha€ the 
most effective weapon left in 
their hands, the blockade, be care-- 
fully adjusted in advance. 

Hence the urgency of consulta- 
tions between the French, British 
and Russian general staffs and of 
a joint diplomatic action intended 
to bring back ‘to the fold of the 
alliance for the maintenance of 
peace such governments which of 
late have been inclined to rein- 
sure themselves on the German 
side, such as*.Poland, Yugoslavia 
and Rumania.

BRITAIN’S POLICIES 
WIN CZECHS’ FAVOR 


Chamberlain’s Willingness 
to Meditate With Berlin 
Gratifies Praha. 


PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, March 
24.—(#)—Czech political circles 
seemed favorably impressed today 
with British Prime Minister 
Chamberlain’s foreign affairs 
speech, even though it contained 
no binding guarantees for aid to 
Czechoslovakia. 

Chamberlain’s expression of 
hope that Czechoslovakia would 
‘fulfill reasonable demands of na- 
tional minorities within her bor- 
ders was received with satisfac- 
tion. 

It was believed here Chamber- 
lain would not insist that Czecho- 
slovakia, in dealing with her 3,- 
500,000 Germans, yield to any de- 
mands not compatible with de- 
mocracy and Czech constitution. 

Chamberlain’s offer of media- 
tion between Praha and Berlin 
was noted with gratitude. 

The German drive for autonomy 
in Czechoslovakia, meanwhile, 
has given a big impetus to similar 
aspirations of the Slovaks, which 
thus far have met with little suc- 
cess. 

Their champion, sturdy, 73- 
year-old Father Andreas Hlinka, 
leader of the Slovak Catholic 
people’s party, made known today 
that German and Hungarian mi- 
norities in Slovakia had joined in 
the battle for autonomy. 

(The population of Slovakia is 
approximately 3,300,000. Hunga- 
rians number 550,000.) 

As a counterweight for the Ger-

CONSULTS WALSH 
ON BANK JURISDICTION 


For nearly two months I had 
discussed the gloomy banking 
Situation with a number of peo~ 
ple. In order to meet it success-. 
fully, it was necessary to discover 
some constitutional method of ob-~ 
taining jurisdiction over the en« 
tire banking system of the nation. 

I had come to the conclusion, 
after consultation with Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh, who had- been 
slated ‘to be the attorney general 
in the new cabinet, until the date 
of his death on March 2, 1933, 
that the “Trading With the Enemy 
Act” of Octobe 6, 1917, as amend- 
ed September 24, 1918, was still 
in effect. This act gave the Presi- 
dent power to regulate or pro-~ 
hibit transactions in foreign ex- 
change and in gold and _ silver, 
and also to prohibit the hoard- 
ing of gold, silver coin, bullion 
and paper currency. 

I determined to use this power 
to close all the banks in order to 
prevent complete chaos on the 
Monday - following Inauguration 
Day, which was a Saturday. I ac- 
\cordingly issued a proclamation 
‘at 1 o’clock in the morning of 
‘March 6, declaring a national 
‘bank holiday, to be continued 
through the four days ending 
Thursday, March 9, which day 
was the date set for the conven- 
ing of congress in extraordinary 
session. 

Although this proclamation was 
actually the second one issued, it 
was already prepared and ready 
for signature before the first 
proclamation which called. the 
congress into extraordinary ses- 
sion. It had been prepared on 
March 5, after continuous confer- 
ence extending over several days 
among Secretary of the Treasury 
Woodin, Attorney General Cum- 
‘mings, the outgoing’ officials of

Before the first of them 
was actually opened, I made my 
first so-called fireside chat, 
ALLAYS FEARS 
BY EXPLANATION 

There hed always been ’so much 
mystery thrown around the bank- 
ing business, there was so much 
fear in the minds of bank deposi- 
tors during these days of. the 
banking crisis, and so much had 
happened during this first week 
that I decided to use the radio to 
explain to the average men and 
women of the nation who had 
their money tied up in some bank, 
what we had done and what. we 
intended to do in the banking sit- 
uation. 

It was my endeavor to explain 
these things’ in nontechnical lan- 
guage, so that the great mass of 
our citizens who.had had little or 
no experience with the technicali- 
ties of banking would be relieved 
of their anxiety as to whether 
they would ever see their money 
again. 

(Editor’s Note: The fireside 
chat was delivered on Sunday 
evening, March 12.) 

By this time there had been 
such restoration of confidence 
that as soon as the banks were 
reopened a large volume of cur- 
rency was redeposited. 

During the first three days aft- 
er the banking holiday, about 76 
per cent of all the member banks 
of the Federal Reserve System 
were opened, and by April 12 
state banking’ authorities had li- 
censed approximately 72 per cent 
of nonmember banks other than 
mutual savings banks. 

There were still some persons 
who had been waiting for the gov- 
ernment to issue a formal order 
directing the return of gold in 


their possession. An executive or- 


der was, accordingly, issued on 
April 5, requiring ali holdings of 
gold coin, golc bullion and gold 
certificates (with certain excep- 
tions) to be delivered by May !}, 
1933, to the Federal Reserve 
banks.

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THE PATMAN BILL . 

An example of legislation concocted almost 
solely for political effect is to be found in the 
Patman bill. Ostensibly for revenue purposes, 
the bill will, if enacted, actually destroy the 
chain store systems of the nation. In justifi- 
cation of his measure, Congressman Wright 
Patman, of Texas, advances the old, fallacious 
argument that the independent merchant is be- 
ing driven out of business. 

The bill would levy a maximum tax of 
$1,000 per store, multiplied by the number of 
states in which the chain operates, to get the 
total tax against the entire system. The esti- 
mated “take” from the industry as a whole 
would come to $2,028,000,000. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as the chains would be quickly forced to 
the wall, depriving many states of legitimate 
income as well as people of their livelihood, 
all revenue anticipations are merely figures of 
speech. 

In the process of cutting its own financial 
throat under the proposed bill, the nation’s 
most extensive chain of food stores, based on 
current operations, would have to hand over 
$569,000,000 per annum to the federal treasury. 


This would consume 62 per cent of its annual . 


gross income. A large shoe store system would 
be mulcted of $18,990,000, over 50 per cent of 
its annual gross business. And so on, down 
the line. 

The contention that the independent mer- 
chant is being driven out of business is not 
sustained by the facts. In 1929, according to 
the United States Bureau of Census, there were 
234,082 independent food stores in operation. 
This constituted 76 per cent of the country’s 
total. Six years later, in 1935, the independents 
had expanded to 304,389, or slightly more than 
85 per cent of the total. The volume of Sales, 
during the same period, rose from 56 per cent 
to 60.5 per cent. 

Instead of the chains destroying the little 
merchants, the feeling is growing in informed 
retail circles that their relationship has about 
reached a proper balance; that they have 
about adjusted themselves to each other. 

The chain reached maturity somewhat after 
the fashion of its predecessor, the department 
store. Both survived many false alarms of 
similar type as to destructive effects on inde- 
pendent units. But the independent merchant 
modernized his store, entered into co-operattive 
buying agreements and inaugurated other 
measures which have improved his competi- 
tive position. 

Continuation of the chain system in the 
economic life of the nation is essential. It is 
justified, if for no other reason, by the savings 
inuring from efficient management. The people 
as a whole have adjusted themselves to the 
system. The chains, also, have probably moved 
nearer than any others toward solution of the 
problem of distribution. This is the most press- 
ing question of all in the nation’s economic 
structure. If the Patman bill ever comes to a 
vote it should be overwhelmingly defeated. 


FOR WORLD PEACE 

Sane realization of the world situation is 
evidenced in the bi-partisan movement begun 
in Washington for a repeal of the neutrality 
act which, as it now stands, carries merely ® 
false promise of security to the American peo- 
ple. The very fact of its existence has, how- 
ever, revealed the basic fallacy in its structure 
and should make easier the task of those work- 
ing for its repeal. They will, of course, have 
to overcome the certain opposition of pressure 
groups. 

Repeal of the neutrality act will not bring 
the United States closer to war in Europe and 
Asia. It would, instead, be a major step to- 
ward the preservation of peace throughout the 
world, serving warning on aggressor nations 
that the United States will be able to supply 
peace-loving countries the goods they need for 
self-defense and for the defense of the demo- 
cratic ideals in which this land believes. 

As Secretary Hull recently pointed out in a 
reaffirmation of American foreign policy, iso- 
lationism is no longer a guarantee of peace. 
The citizens of the United States have but to 
examine their history books to find the answer 
to that policy. Prior to 1812 a neutrality act 
remarkably similar to the present law was en- 
acted. This country then went to war with 
Great Britain. Britain, fortunately, was occu- 
pied on the continent. and United States war- 
ships kept the seas free. From 1914 to 1917

Americans have a rich stake in world peace, 
repeal of the neutrality act will serve notice to 
the world that the United States is coming to 
a better understanding of the forces which 
alone can maintain peace. 


FIRST ATLANTIC CROSSINGS 
The landing of an airplane from Mars would 


hardly create a greater sensation today in New 
York harbor than the arrival of the good ship 
“Sirius” did 100 years ago. Although the ves- 
sel, a 700-ton paddle-wheeler, made the run 
with 40 passengers in the unprecedented time 
of 17 days, the event does not now seem partic- 
ularly exciting to those who have seen an air- 
plane span the same distance in 17 hours. New 
York is now celebrating the centennial of the 
event. 

But the sensation, of course, lay in the fact 
it was the first vessel ever to cross an ocean 
entirely under the power of steam. Nineteen 
years previously, the steamship “Savannah” 
made the trip from Savannah to Liverpool in 
25 days. Most of that voyage, however, was 
made under sail. 

Built for the London-Cork service, the voy- 
age of the “Sirius” across the Atlantic was pure- 
ly experimental. It was so successful a tre- 
mendous upsurge in marine construction im- 
mediately followed. Regularly scheduled sail- 
ings were established as fast as ships could be 
built, launched and equipped. 

One of the most serious difficulties to be 
overcome in those early days of self-propelled 
ocean vessels was the problem of carrying suf- 
ficient fuel for the trip and at the same time 
leaving room for revenue-producing cargo. The 


' engines consumed four times as much per 


horsepower as present-day marine engines. But 
the problem was tackled vigorously and tech- 
nical improvements in machinery, rather than 
enlargements of storage space for fuel, made 
the venture more profitable. 

Looking back to that day, a century ago, 
when the “Sirius” slowly chugged up to the 
dock, marine circles, both in America and 
England, are marking the event with appro- 
priate ceremonies. 

It is a far cry from that period of trans- 
oceanic inconveniences and 17-day crossings to 
the modern method of spanning the Atlantic 
in four days. 


CHARLESTON AWAKES 


Perhaps it would not be fair to imply that 
the ancient city of Charleston, S. C., has been 
pleasantly dreaming in soporific quiet through 
all the modern years. Yet there has long been 
the connotation, whenever the city was named, 
of peaceful self-sufficiency, of the sedate old 
manner of life, oblivious to the clangor and rush 
and pressing social problems of younger, up- 
start municipalities. 


Evidence of the awakening, if awakening 
was needed, is seen in the program of the 
Fifth Azalea Festival, to be held in the Carolina 
coast metropolis April 22 to 27. The importance 
of the event is evidenced in the action of the 
national congress which, accepting a special in- 
vitation. from Mayor Burnet R. Maybank, will 
adjourn from April 21 to 25 so congressmen, 
their wives and families, the personnel of execu- 
tive departments and other Washingtonians, 
may visit the festival.

Survey Show: 


Man Voters Oppose Federal Profit Tax——Public 
‘ot Likely To Press for Levy on Undistributed 
Corporation Earnings. 


NEW YORK, March 24.—The 
typical American voter has not 
been following the arguments for 
and against the undistributed 
profits tax, a bitterly criticized 
levy which has agitated the busi- 
ness world for more than two

These facts are brought to light 
by an American Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion survey in which two 
questions were put to a scientif- 
ically selected cross-section of vot- 
ers.

Second, among those who know 
about the tax there is little senti- 
ment for “soaking the rich”—for 
making corporations “pay through 
the nose” so far as this particular 
tax is concerned. On the contrary, 
the -majority want the undistrib- 
uted tax burden eased. 

WHY THE TAX 
IS OPPOSED 

Their opposition to the tax 
springs from two main reasons. 
The majority declare, first, that it 
impedes business progress, that an 
easing of the burden would help 
restore prosperity. In the words 
of one typical voter, “the tax is a 
log-jam that holds up recovery. 

The second reason given is that 
corporations must be allowed to 
keep reserve funds for future 
needs. “If companies haven’t got 
surpluses to keep them running in 
bad times,” said one voter, “many 
workers will lose their jobs.” 

The fact that the public has no 
strong feeling in favor of the tax 
undoubtedly explains why § sen- 
ators and representatives have felt 
free to run counter to the Roose- 
velt administration in advocating 
drastic reductions or outright re- 
peal. They have relatively little 
to suffer from the voters back 
home. 

As revised in the house bill, the 
undistributed profits tax was 
greatly reduced. But even this 
measure faces a revolt in the sen- 
ate, where many members favor 
outright repeal.

Neighbors have helped as much 
as they can, by providing milk for 
the children and meals for’ the 
woman. But neighbors have their 
own problems and can do only so 
much. 

The owner of the little place the 
mother and her babies occupy is 
herself poor. She has given them 
the shelter rent free for two 
months, but cannot continue this, 
for her own sake. 


There’s Help 


In Connecticut. 


In Connecticut, the mother’s old 
home, there is help, if they can 
go there. 

Her family is willing to pro- 
vide a home, even though they are 
financially hard pressed them- 
selves. There are two brothers 
and a sister working for low 
wages. Her father is jobless and 
there are three younger brothers 
going to school. 

But the young mother has beerf 
assured she can have her old job 
back in the factory where she was 
formerly employed, if she can 
only reach Bridgeport again. 

And it will cost $30 to provide 
everything needed to _ transport 
these three from Atlanta to 
Bridgeport. 

There seems to be no way of 
getting that $30 unless there is 
some generous soul, who can spare 
it, who will make the gift. 

The $30 means the difference 
between safety and self-respect- 
ing independence in’ Bridgeport 
and utter starvation and despair 
in Atlanta. 

The need is urgent. The _ re- 
sponse must be today. If help 
isn’t forthcoming the little family 
will be out of their home, such 
as it is, by tonight. For the owner 
of the shack has a tenant who can 
pay rent waiting to move in. The 
owner’s own situation is so des- 
perate no one can blame her for 
demanding her property.

Continued persecution of the 
Jews throughout war-torn Europe 
brings to mind that revealing sen- 
tence of the late Senator Zebulon 
B. Vance, of North Carolina: 
“There is a lonely river in the 
midst of the ocean of mankind— 
the Jewish race.” Senator Vance 
likened the Jewish race to the 
Gulf Stream, concluding the illus- 
tration with this striking state- 
ment: “Its (the Jewish race) 
fountain: is in the gray dawn of 
the world’s history, and its goal is 
somewhere in the shadows of eter- 
nity.”

Why then, I find myself contin- 
ually asking, why do men—how 
can men—who regard themselves, 
whether others do or not, as wise 
enough to be national and inter- 
national leaders close their eyes 
to the work of the Jew? Moreover, 
why do they close their eyes to 
the lessons of history which un- 
mistakably teach us that the Jew 
is here and here to stay—that he 
has a divine mission to perform and 
that man cannot set aside the pur- 
poses of God? Let us learn to ap- 


'praise the Jew, as we appraise 


other men, by his merits. 

One of the many reasons why 1 
am grateful to be an American is 
the fact that the Jew has met with 
less persecution in our nation than 
in any nation of the world. Ber- 
nard Baruch recently said: “My 
father was an immigrant and a 
refugee from attacks on freedom 
in another country. My moth- 
er’s people have been here 
since the Revolution. They were 
both of a race and a religion which 
have not always been granted lib- 
erty and equality of opportunity 
in the other lands. For them, 
and for myself, I feel gratefui to 
the political and economic system 
which has nourished and honored 
us.” And he might well have add- 
ed, the religious liberty which is 
only to be found in the United 
States.

* 4 girls and they asked me questions which are 

— probably very similar to those in the minds of 
many of the workers on these projects. Evidently, in this part of 
the country, most people want their maids to live in the home 
where they are employed. One young girl told me she had a father 
and a mother to support who were not very well and she had to 
be home at night. Therefore, did I think she would be able to 
obtain employment? 

Of course, there must be people here who have no maid’s room 
and still need the services of a maid for a part of the day. If, 
through her training, this girl can become so expert that in an 
eight-hour day she can do more than the average untrained girl, I 
fee] sure that she will find employment. There is always room for 
work, which is exceptionally good. 

A woman, who evidently has a family at home,-asked about the 
possibility of obtaining work in some special lines. I think the same 
answer applies to her. If you clean well and quickly, or can fill in 
when the regular maid is out, you can build up work on an hourly 
basis. 

The state of Washington has passed a law limiting the hours of 
household workers to 60 hours a week. On these projects, there- 
fore, they have something definite to do in trying to work out a 
satisfactory schedule of hours for the ordinary household. 

In the afternoon I had the fun of going to the dressmaker with 
my daughter to watch her try on a dress which she is having made 
from some homespun woven on our Val-Kill looms at Hyde Park 
and which I gave her at Christmas. It is going to be very pretty 
and most becoming. 

On the way home we stopped to see Mrs. Usher, who calls her- 
self “The Scrapbook Lady.” She certainly has a passion for col- 
lecting and I know my husband would sympathize with her.

INBREEDING AND CROSS-

12 Miles Per Hour. 

“Twelve miles an 
rapid traveling. We used to run 
to Union Point. 
the date (of the road’s comple- 
tion). I was the engineer on the 
first train that made the trip (to 
Atlanta). Edward Boulineau and 
William Coons were my firemen 
and Richard Peters, superintend- 
ent of the road, and Chief Engi- 
neer Edgar Thompson went along 
on the trip. We arrived at At- 
lanta about sundown. 

“It (Atlanta) wasn’t any size at 
all. There wasn’t any town there, 
and if there were any houses they 
were not in sight of the road.

Such observers say that the gen- 
eral business outlook and trend, 
even when viewed in the least fa- 
vorable light, far from showing 
any deterioration, has developed 
indications of some improvement, 
which at its best may lead on to 
some recovery dnd at its worst 
will turn out to be no more than 
a seasonal manifestation. Ignor- 
ing the fact that stock prices have 
been better than business has 
warranted, they draw the conclu- 
sion that the recent°break did not 
stem from business news. 


“Floating Supply” Gains. 

The most ingenious—or perhaps 
“ingenuous” is the word—part of 
their argument has to do with the 
market itself. It is argued that 
the war scare brought a fairly 
large supply of stocks out of in- 
vestors’ strong boxes both at 
home and abroad. When the war 
clouds all but evaporated, such 
investors, they complain, did not 
take back all the securities they 
had sold. 

The net result, it is said, has 
been to increase the “floating sup- 
ply” of stocks to an appreciable 
extent, while the potential de- 
mand, as measured by the depleted 
ranks of margin traders, is a lit- 
tle poorer than it was before. And 
those who adhere to this theory 
of the market’s renewed defla- 


ition say that the retreat to around 


the previous bear market lows 
was the natural aftermath of the 
sudden dumping.of a heavier load 
of securities than 
were prepared to carry. 


Thursday’s dealings gained 
some encouragement from. the 
news that the senate finance com- 
mittee had eliminated the tax on 
undistributed profits from its new 
draft of the tax revision bill, sub- 
stituting for it a flat-rate tax of 
18 per cent. The writer is more in- 
clined to look for a strong recov- 
ery in residential building to pull 
us out of this slump, rather than 
to rely on the metaphysics of sen- 
timent.

Meanwhile at Albany, where le- 
gal liquor was scheduled to go on 
sale Wednesday, Sheriff O. F. 
Tarver reported “everything dry.” 

Liquor in Warehouse. 

The sheriff said all bootleg liq- 
uor in the county had been check- 
ed into the revenue. commission 
warehouse and that Chet Clarke, 
in charge of the warehouse, said 
that more than $1,000 in liquor 
taxes would be realizei on the 
liquor. 

“Everything is closed in Albany, 
and, although we are supposed to 
be wet, we will remain dry until 
we are given the ‘go’ signal from 
Commissioner Head,” Sheriff Tar- 
ver said. 

Head’s regulations were expect- 
ed to follow shortly after he had 
received Judge Yeomans’ opinion. 

To Give Consent. 

The commissioner said he would 
not make public the attorney gen- 
eral’s ruling, but that he wquld 
give his consent that the law de- 
partment release it to the press. 
Judge Yeomans said the opinion 
would go out if Head gave his con- 
sent. 

The question hinging on the 
Yeomans ruling appeared to be 
whether or not wholesalers would 
be in the liquor picture. It was 
known that under the rules as first 
set up, Commissioner Head had 
barred wholesalers. However, 
when this provision caused con- 
siderable discussion, even before 
it was. published, the entire mat- 
ter was submitted to the law de- 
partment. The general expectation 
is that the law department will 
rule that the revenue commission- 
er cannot bar wholesalers arbi- 


trarily.

This year, because Japan has waged an ‘aggressor’ war 
on China and particularly because Japan has bombed the civil- 
ian population of Chinese cities, killing innocent men, women

_and children, there is opposition to holding the games at Tokyo. 


“It would be possible to find an objection to hold- 
ing the games in most any country,” said Mr. Brundage 

in support of his point. “England could be opposed be- 

cause some group might not like the methods of gov- 

ernment in India or in Palestine. America could be op- 
posed because of lynchings. Russia because of its 

‘purges,’ and so on. 

“The country which obtains the games furnishes nothing 
but the site of the games, the tickets and the machinery for 
operating them. The games themselves are in charge of an 
international committee and the country which is host has noth- 
ing to say.

Germany was the first nation to use the 
games as national propaganda and the first to make political 
fodder of them. Now comes Japan with the idea of propaganda 
and a glorification of the nation rather than its sport.

__ The object of the games is to promote international good 
will. Since quitting Mr. Brundage I have been reading the. rules 
and regulations and | find that any nation which is host and 
which makes it impossible for any other nation to compete, 
becomes ineligible as host. 

I am wondering just how welcome the Chinese track 
team will be, if any, when'the time comes for the Olym- 
pic games in Tokyo. It will be a courageous Chinese 
who will present himself in the land of the Rising Sun. 

At any rate, the games are to be held in Japan. (Or, at 
least, so they were at this writing.) There will be more and 
more opposition. I wonder if you have seen the actual pho- 
tographs of the children bombed in the cities of China and in 
Spain? They are not pleasant pictures and there will not be 
much svmpathy with Japan. 

Japan had seven or eight little men in Paris assuring 
the committee the war soon would be done and that 
they were ready to hold the games. 

Mr. Brundage had been honest with them. ‘He had told 
them public opinion in America was 80 per cent against them. 
They had replied they were sorry, but were going ahead with 
the games. :

Blue sharks live in the warmer 
parts of the Pacific, as well as in 
the Atlantic. They grow to a 
length of from 12 to 15 _ feet. 
Sometimes they cut into the nets 
of fishermen with their sharp 
teeth. This makes the fishermen 
look upon them as enemies, but 
far worse is the fact that they 


can harm people. Many persons | tanta Constitution, 


swimming in the ocean have been 
hurt or killed by blue sharks, 

White sharks are far. larger 
than the blue sharks, and also are 
classed as “man-eaters.” They 
reach a length of from 30 to 40 
feet, and have large, sharp teeth 
of triangle shape, 


The white shark has a pointed 
snout, and its mouth is of crescent 
shape. In the stomach of a white 
shark 30 feet long, a young sea- 
lion was found. The _ sea-lion 
weighed 100 pounds. 


The largest of all living fish is 
the “whale shark.” It grows to a 
length of 60 feet or more, and is 
found in both the Pacific and the 
Indian oceans. I am glad to say 
it is classed as “a harmless fish,” 
that is, it appears not to eat peoe 
ple. 


When I say that whale sharks 


}are the largest of all living fish, 
‘I do not mean they are the large 


est ocean animals. Some kinds vf 
whales are far longer (not to 
speak of their far greater bulk), 
but whales are mammals, not fish, 

Over in China, I heard a great 
deal about shark fins. The fins 
are dried and “cured.” Later they 
are boiled and the soft parts are 
eaten. Sometimes the fins are boile- 
ed in chicken soup to give them 
flavor. 

In Shanghai, I was given a bill 
of fare listing many dishes served 
at a certain restaurant. Shark’s 
fins were listed five times. Yow 
could get them with minced chick- 
en, boiled chicken or shredded 
chicken, or with scrambled eggs. 
Shark’s fins with brown sauce cost 
five dollars in Chinese money, or 
about $1.50 in our money.
